SCHOOL REPORT. 


In making my report I have concluded not to follow the 
usual custom of criticising or praising the work of each 
teacher, separate y and in detail, from the reason that the 
Jaw does not require it, and that such a course must cause 
unpleasant feelings in the minds of some. 


The schools have been. on the whole, very successful. 


The teachers were persons of experience in teaching, 
with the exception of the teacher of the summer term in 
District No. 7, and the winter t:rm of No. 2, and these, | 
believe, lack nothing as teach:rs but what experience 
would supply. 


The whole number of scholars enrolled during the past 
year, and attending school, is 242. and none are reported 
in the teachers’ returns as not attending.

“| would recommend toprudential committees that they 
send their teachers to the school committee as soon as 
may be before school begins, it will secure districts from 
injustice in some cases. ‘l’oo much money is wasted upon 
incompetent teachers.

have been conscientious and painstaking, but sometimes 
persons are not at all qualified naturally for the position. 
The best teachers have ardent, sympathetic, strong, com- 
municative natures, combined with a prompt, executive 
ability. Many candidates are not to blame for not hav- 
ing such natures, but they do not succeed largely with. 
out them. 

Another point which demands attention, is the imperfect 
manner in which several of the registers have been ke 
and made, out during the past year. There should be a 

strong inducement for teachers to fill out their registers 
carefully and return them promptly. The law requires 
that “every teacher at the close of his school and at the 
end of each term thereof sHALL make a feturn of such 
register or record to the school committee of the town, 
who shall give to him a certificate thereof, and no teacher 
shall receive payment for his services until such certifi- 
cate is produced and delivered to the prudential com- 
mittee. 

I would urge the strict observance of this law by every 
prudential committee.
